In a way, Kyle marked a 
sad anniversary as it pum- 
meled the Maritimes with 
wind and rain last night. 

Today is the fifth an¬ 
niversary of hurricane 
Juan, which was responsi¬ 
ble for eight deaths, in¬ 
cluding metro paramedic 
John Rossiter. 

But Kyle, which started 
out as a hurricane, was 
puny compared to Juan, 
said Peter Bowyer, pro¬ 
gram supervisor at the 
Canadian Hurricane Cen¬ 
tre.

Juan was a categoiy-two 
hurricane, while Kyle was 
a Categoiy 1 hurricane be¬ 
fore it downgraded into a 
tropical storm.

“The damage from a Cat¬ 
egoiy 2 hurricane is way 
more than the damage of a 
Categoiy 1 hurricane,” he 
said.

Race guilty in 
U.S. murder 


A Nova Scotia man has 
been convicted of first-de¬ 
gree murder in the U.S., 
and now Crown 
prosecutors want Glen 
Race to face a pair of mur¬ 
der charges on this side of 
the border. 

“We do believe quite 
firmly that Mr. Race should 
be brought back to answer 
to the murder charges in 
the death of Trevor Brew¬ 
ster and Paul Knott,” prose¬ 
cution service spokes¬ 
woman, Chris Hansen said. 

On Friday, Race, 27, was 
convicted of killing Darcy 
Manor in New York state. 
The paranoid schizophrenic 
was also convicted of bur- 
glaiy and grand larceny. 

“We, as a family, are very 
discouraged by the outcome 
of the trial,” Race’s brother, 
Doug, said. “We will contin¬ 
ue to strive toward the 
health and well-being of our 


family member.” 

Nova Scotia prosecutors 
want to charge Race with 
the murders of Cole Har¬ 
bour’s Trevor Brewster, 45, 
and Timberlea’s Paul Knott, 
44. The murders happened 
before race fled to the U.S., 
where he killed Manor. 

Race will have to be extra¬ 
dited to face the charges. 
U.S. officials say they have 
no problem sending him to 
Nova Scotia to stand trial, 
but they want him to serve 
his sentence in the U.S. 

Race’s family want him to 
do his jail time in Canada. 

Race’s Halifax attorney, 
Joel Pink, said a decision to 
talk to the media will be 
made today. 

Race will be sentenced in 
U.S. court on Dec. 9. He 
faces a maximum of life in

Youth, writers find 
inspiration at lit test

A Halifax author, who 
talks easily about grisly 
hangings, got a little emo¬ 
tional yesterday.

“Her father came back 
and said ‘you’re an inspira¬ 
tion to my daughter.’

But how exactly does the 
first-time author of Hang¬ 
ings in Nova Scotia inspire 
teens? 

“I think it’s because I do 
look young and I am young 
so seeing another writer 
and connecting on a level

A fan for years, it was 
Foster’s first time attend¬ 
ing Word on the Street as 
an author. 

“It’s really important be¬ 
cause people get to put a 
face to the author of the 
books,” she said. “I really 
love people who are inter¬ 
ested in talking about my 
book, or any book really.”

There was al¬ 
ways something that divid¬ 
ed us and she was always 
trying to pull us together,” 
Danielle said. 


“I was so angry and I be¬ 
lieved that he should be in 
jail for the rest of his life, 
but I had to do soul search¬ 
ing and I had to pray to Nan¬ 
ny and try to get answers.” 

After her grandmother’s 
death, Danielle found sever¬ 
al of her notes in a jewellery 
box, which she said prove 
Bernard’s desire to protect 
her troubled grandson. 

On one of the notes, dat¬ 
ed Jan. 5, 1999, Bernard 
writes: “My dear God don’t 
let them send him away be¬ 
cause he will end up worse 
than what he is now.”

Why campaign ads are loathed 

It's the only really dishonest kind of advertising that's left': Ad legend 


-here’s a unifying 

theme to cam¬ 
paign ads: Every¬ 
body seems to hate 
them. 

Politicians hate that they 
reduce complex issues to 
30-second elevator pitches, 
a context better suited for 
cynicism, fear and doubt 
than for inspiring voters. 

Voters hate them for two 
reasons. First, they’re 
disingenuous: Even the 
most rabid partisan can’t 
believe anyone is so com¬ 
pletely good, any oppo¬ 
nent so completely evil, as 
these ads portray. Second, 
and less forgivable: They 
don’t entertain. Most are 
just plain bad. 

Yet the ad industry hates 
them most of all because 


— no kidding — campaign 
ads are exempt from the 
rules that govern ad con¬ 
tent. 

Canadian ads are bound 
by a code set by Advertis¬ 
ing Standards Canada, an 
industry-run body that 
fields consumer com¬ 
plaints and can request 
that offending ads be 
pulled or revised. 

Campaign ads running 
right now routinely trash 
several provisions of the 
code, notably its decree 
that advertisers shalt not 
“unfairly discredit, dispar¬ 
age or attack other prod¬ 
ucts, services, advertise¬ 
ments or companies, or ex¬ 
aggerate the nature or im¬ 
portance of competitive 
differences.”

Ah, but who cares? Be¬ 
cause the code expressly 
exempts campaign ads 
from its restrictions. 

American campaign ads 
have enjoyed similar im¬ 
munity since the Supreme 
Court ruled they fall under 
the First Amendment right 
to free speech. 

Campaign ads, then, en¬ 
joy freedom of speech, and 
the freedom to lie. Or at 
least to do to the truth 


what clowns do to long, 
skinny balloons. This is 
how the noun “swift boat” 
became a verb four years 
ago. 

University of Texas ad¬ 
vertising professor Jef I. 
Richards once lamented: 
“The law requires a paper 
towel ad to be scrupulous¬ 
ly honest, but allows politi¬ 
cal candidates to lie with¬ 
out reproach. What’s 
wrong with this picture?” 

Ad legend David Ogilvy 
went further: “Political ad¬ 
vertising ought to be 
stopped. It’s the only really 
dishonest kind of advertis¬ 
ing that’s left. It’s totally 
dishonest.” 

The irony, of course, is 
that many of the campaign 
ads you see are the product 


of advertising dream 
teams, hand-picked from 
top agencies. The trouble 
is, key creative decisions 
are too often handed down 
to them by political strate¬ 
gists in party war rooms; 
people unwilling to take 
the calculated creative 
risks that distinguish great 
advertising. 

Which helps explain 
why campaign ads lower 
people’s opinion of all ad¬ 
vertising — if that’s possi¬ 
ble — and why it leaves 
party leaders looking like 
exhausted hockey fighters 
waiting, in vain, for a lines¬ 
man to break them up.

kidnapping The Sudanese

The agency quoted a 
statement from the army 
as saying one of its units 
killed five other gunmen 
and detained two in a gun 
battle near the Egyptian 
and Libyan border. 

The army said “prelimi¬ 
nary information” indicat¬ 
ed the 19 hostages were in¬ 
side Chad under the 
protection of 30 armed 
men. There was no 
comment from the Chadi¬ 
an government. 

Khartoum and the Dar- 
furian rebel groups 
routinely trade accusations 
of bombings and acts of ag¬ 
gression in Darfur, a war- 
ravaged area in western

Israel An Ottawa woman

World trade little hit by crisis 


Trade flows are likely to 
slow this year as 
consumers, worried about 
the financial crisis, cut 
back spending and a cycli¬ 
cal downturn bites into ex¬ 
ports and imports, econo¬ 
mists said. 

But the crisis itself has so 
far had only a moderate 
impact on trade. 

Exports and imports 
have been slowing since 
the second quarter after 
growing strongly in the 
first, said Michael Finger, 
senior economist at the 
World Trade Organization.

doing natural pest control 
until chemicals took over 
their job in the 1950s. Put 
outside, they were cared for 
by various hill staff until, in 
the 1970s, a local woman 
named Irene Desormeaux 
gave them food and some 
boxes to live in. Chartrand 
began helping out. 

In 1987, Desormeaux 
died and Chartrand took 
over. The former lumber 
mill worker and house 
painter, who is originally 
from nearby Hull, took his 
volunteer duties seriously. 
He built condos out of wood 
for the cats, got them vet 
care and lavished them 
with attention. 

Chartrand set up a dona¬ 
tion box, which helps offset 
— but doesn’t always fully 
cover — the $6,000 it costs 
to care for these cats every 
year. Donated cat food and 
vet care (they get a check-up 
and shots every year) help 
too. 

In recent years, a group of 
eight local residents has be¬ 
gun helping Chartrand. 
They come early in the 
morning with food, and 
when he arrives at two, he 
feeds them again (if he

New cafe offers taste

Halifax's first Bermuda- 
themed restaurant opened 
in high style Saturday 
night, with a visit from the 
premier of the island 
nation. 

Rock Island Cafe on Quin- 
pool Road hosted Premier 
Ewart Brown, who is in Hal¬ 
ifax to welcome the 300 or 
so Bermudian students 
starting school at universi¬ 
ties across Halifax. Co-own¬ 
er Raymond Davis, who 
knows the premier from his 
own forays into Bermudian 
politics, said it was an hon¬ 
our to have such an es¬ 
teemed first diner. 

The restaurant had an un¬ 
usual birth. Davis has four 
children at universities in 
Halifax and he was footing 
the rent bills for each of 
them. 

“Paying rent was so pro¬ 
hibitive that I bought the 
building,” he says with a 
laugh. His kids lived up¬ 
stairs, but that still left the 
problem of what to do with 
the basement at 6293 Quin- 


pool Road. The former vet¬ 
erinarian’s office was sit¬ 
ting empty, so Davis decid¬ 
ed to open a Bermudian 
restaurant — kind of a fami¬ 
ly kitchen. 

He’s installed a stage at 
the back of the sleek, mod¬ 
em eatery so that his son’s 
band, Chronicles and others 
can have a place to play. 

It’s not the first time 
Davis has solved a problem 


in such a comprehensive 
way. Years ago in Bermuda, 
he was faced with an expen¬ 
sive laundry bill for his fam¬ 
ily. He was stunned by the 
cost of cleaning clothes and 
decided he’d rather be tak¬ 
ing that money in than 
shelling it out. 

“So, I built a laundromat,” 
he explains. 

It became one of the most 
successful laundromat

He’s also outfitted the 
cafe with equipment to al¬ 
low teleconferencing, par¬ 
ticularly between local busi¬ 
nesses and Bermuda. He 
says many businesses in 
Bermuda have set up head¬ 
quarters in Halifax. 

“But what keeps me here 
is there’s such a familiarity 
between Halifax and 
Bermuda,” Davis explains. 
“Haligonians are friendly 
people, they like to chat 
and talk and Bermudians 
are the same way.” 

The restaurant is open for 
business today, with the 
grand opening penciled in 
for October to give Davis 
and co-owner Kelly Dow a 
chance to work out any 
bugs.

Jay Bentley delivers an 
honest answer to a 
straight-forward question. 

Twenty-eight years and 
over a dozen albums later, 
what keeps the punk rock 
band Bad Religion going? 

“Nothing better to do,” 
chuckled the band’s long¬ 
time bass player. “It’s the 
most fun you can possibly 
have. You’re with friends 
and you play music. You 
get to be creative. You get 
to talk to people. It’s a 
blast.” 

It’s hard to argue with 
the answer, as Bentley and 
his fellow band members 
are in the final stages of 
their very first cross-Cana¬ 
da tour, with a stop set for 
Wednesday night at the 
Halifax Forum’s Multipur¬ 
pose Centre. 

The band is touring 
Canada in support of its 
latest album New Maps Of 
Hell, which hit store 
shelves in the summer of 
2007. It’s the fourth album 
released this decade by Bad 
Religion, showing that 
even as they get older, 
there is no sign of slowing 
down. 

“If I hear somebody say,

I’m just 
humbled that they said the 
words Bad Religion,” said 
Bentley, one of the band’s 
original members from its 
formation in California in 
1980.

Death of a legend

The death of film legend 
Paul Newman sparked an 
outpouring of reaction 
over the weekend with 
friends remembering the 
Oscar winner for his cool 
acting style and his warm, 
charitable heart. 

Newman, known for 
roles in films including Cat 
on a Hot Tin Roof, The Hus¬ 
tler, The Sting, and Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance 
Kid, died at his Westport, 
Conn., home Friday night 
at age 83 after a long battle 
with cancer. His wife of 50 
years, Joanne Woodward 
and family were at his side. 

Friends and associates 
remembered his talent 
that earned Newman nine 
Oscar nominations, his 
passion for auto racing and 
his philanthropy through

such causes as his New¬ 
man’s Own Foundation 
and Hole-In-the-Wall 
camps for sick children. 

“There is a point where 
feelings go beyond words,” 
said Robert Redford, his 
longtime friend and co-star 
in Butch Cassidy and The 
Sting. “I have lost a real 
friend. My life — and this 
countiy — is better for his 
being in it.” 

“He comes from that era 
of actors along with the 
Deans, Brandos and Clifts 
that I, that we all looked 
at, as actors who changed 
the art form,” said Leonar¬ 
do DiCaprio. 

Eva Marie Saint, who 
starred with Newman in 
Exodus, said: “Yes, his eyes 
were that blue and beauti¬ 
ful. ... His legacy as a hu-

manitarian for children 
around the world is un- 
matchable.” 

Indeed, in 1982 Newman 
co-founded Newman’s Own 
food products and decided 
to funnel much of his prof¬ 
its to charity. Along with 
philanthropy, Newman 
was active in liberal politi¬ 
cal causes, and former U.S. 
President Bill Clinton and

Asian Pork and 
Cabbage Rolls 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) extra-lean ground 
pork 

1 cup (250 mL) canned water 
chestnuts, drained and finely 
chopped 

2 tsp (10 mL) five-spice powder 

1 tbsp (15 mL) finely grated 
fresh ginger 

2 scallions, finely chopped 
2 tbsp (25 mL) soy sauce 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 egg, beaten 

8 large green cabbage leaves 

2 cups (500 mL) hot reduced- 
sodium chicken broth 

2 tsp (10 mL) flour 
1 tsp (5 mL) chili sauce, or to 
taste (optional) 

Garnish: Curled strips of scal¬ 
lion 

METHOD: 

1 . Place pork in a bowl and add 
water chestnuts, five-spice 
powder, ginger, scallions, soy 
sauce, garlic and egg. Mix thor¬ 
oughly with your hands, then 
divide into 8 equal portions. 

2 . Cut tough stalks from cab¬ 
bage leaves with sharp knife. 
Place some pork mixture in 


centre of each cabbage leaf, 
then wrap leaf to enclose the 
filling. 

3 . Pour broth into the bottom 
section of large steamer. 
Arrange cabbage rolls, join 
side down, in one layer in top 
section. Cover and steam for 15 
minutes or until the cabbage is 
tender and rolls are firm when 
pressed. Remove top section 
from the steamer and keep 
cabbage rolls hot. 

4 . Mix flour with 2 tbsp (25 mL) 
water, then stir into broth. 
Bring to a boil and simmer, 
stirring constantly, until 
slightly thickened. Add chili 
sauce if desired. 

5 . Serve cabbage rolls with 
sauce spooned over and sprin¬ 
kled with curls 

of scallion.
